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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the added limitation of claims 9 or claim 28 to claim 1 or 21 does not place the claims in condition of allowance 
because claims 9 and 28, which teach that the autopilot instruction and the control instruction corresponding to a commanded roll rate, do 
not help distinguish the present invention from the teaching of McDowell and Pages. It is well known that any control of the moving of the 
aircraft surfaces will effect (or associated) with roll rate or vertical load factor of the aircraft. Since the autopilot system taught by 
McDowell involves commanded angle for the surface to move, since the commanded angle of the surface will associated (effect) the roll 
rate of the aircraft, the commanded angle for the surface to move taught by McDowell should obviously associated with the roll rate of the 
aircraft.
